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Response to Amendment 
The proposed amendments filed after the final rejection of June 26, 2007 will not be entered 
because they raise new issues that would require further search and consideration. Specifically, the 
Applicant has amended claims 1, 5, 23, and 27 to include (with slight variations) the limitation of 
adjusting the image attribute values of a detected face in a post image capture process step (namely, step 
(e)). The amendment to the claims, while appearing miniscule, presents a markedly different scope than 
that of the previously presented claims, and would thus require further search and consideration. Namely, 
the use of the word "including", as opposed to "corresponding to", requires that any adjustments 
following the word "including" be performed in that specific step. As such, the scope of the amended 
claims has been altered, and thus they require further search and consideration. Further, while the 
Examiner did agree with the Applicant during the telephonic interview of June 26, 2007 that the 
incorporation of the word "including" would overcome the Ray et al. reference (U.S. Pat. 6,940,545) as 
prior art, the Examiner did not concede that such an amendment would place the application in condition 
for allowance. Without further search and consideration by the Examiner in view of the newly amended 
claims, such a determination cannot be made. Also, please note that the Examiner made suggestions as to 
possible amendments to the above claims to further define and clarify the Applicant's invention, and that 
these amendments were not made (See Interview Summary of 6/26/2007). In view of the reasons set 
forth above, the amendment after final rejection will not be entered.
